liness in the. packing houses. This is 
in the form of statements and affi- 
davits from other 
investigators as| 


well as employes. 
The report pub- 


lished yesterday scarcely touched up- 
on the alleged doctoring of diseased 
meats with chemicals and dyes. 
It 


simply stated 
that there was ample 


opportunity for such practices to b? 
carried on by the packers without in- 
terference by goyernment inspectors 
under the present laws and regula- 
tions. This subject is still under in- 
vestigation.

report further than to say that the 
House would p?-ss a law which would 
insure to the consumer meat fit to 
eat.

the F-everidge amendment assessing 
tnc cost of inspection on the packers, 
and on this point is squarely at var- 
iance with the President- It is a fea- 
ture of the amendment that the Pres- 
ident insisted on. any tampering with 
•which will probably call forth a sec- 
ond installment of the XeiH-Keynolds 
report. 


Chicago. June 3.—la reply to tne 


charges made IB the XeJll-Reynolds re- 
port ol their investigation of the pack- 
lag plants and President Roosevelt's 
message to Congress, a joint statement 
has been issued by eight of the big 
packing establishments of Chicago. 


In their statement the. packers say 


tfcat their plants are kept clean: their 
methods of manufacture are sanitary; 
their products wholesome arid that for 
years doctors, chemists, sanitarians 
and official investigators from practi- 
cally ever:/ civilized nation on eaith 
who have made examinations of the j 
manner in which the meat packing I 
plants are conducted, have b«!n en-, 
tirely satisfied in every instance with

try. Despite this? fact, the packers as- 
sert that they stand ready to adopt 
any practical suggestion in the line of 
improvement. The packing companies 
who' affixed their signatures to the 
statement are Armour & Company, 
Swift &'.

Company, G. H. Hammond Company, 
Omaha 
Packing 
company, 
Anglo- 


American Provision' company, Libbey; 
McNeiil &!Libbey and Schwarzschild, 
Sulzberger & Company. The packers 
say in part:. 


-'Every pound of meat in our pack- 


ing' houses comes from animals which 
are inspected1 and passed by .trained 
veterinary agents of .the department 
of agriculture. This is the absolute 
fact. 
We are not interested in ani- 


mals condemned before slaughter. We 
do not 
buy them. Every animal 


bought by us is inspected -both before 
and after slaughter 
in 
accordance 


;with the strictest regulations ever de- 
vised in any country, not even except- 
ing Germany. Every animal or car- 
cass that does hot pass this.rigid in- 
spection is condemned and -disposed 
of, under the personal supervision :of 
the-United-'States- department o£ agri- 
culture. The administration at Wash- 
ington knows these facts. The writers 
of the Neill-Reynolds report know 
them. That these are the facts is re- 
luctantly admitted in their report, but 
even • this slight reassurance to the 
public is almost buried in the tail end 
of what they have written. 


"ft is to be regretted that Messrs. 


Neill and Reynolds did not get a prac- 
tical light on their subject before writ- 
ing a report in which it is apparently 
assumed that blood, grease and the 
every-day incidents of animal slaugh- 
tering- are dirt. In contrast with their 
view we call attention to a report on 
packinghouse conditions by Professor 
T. J. Burrill, Ph. D., vice president 
and professor of bacteriology of the 
University of Illinois, and Professor 
H. S. Grindley, professor of chemistry 
at the same institution." The latter 
in their report asserted that the gen- 
eral conditions in connection with the 
meat packing industry are as good as 
could be expected under the circum- 
stances. 


"We have been believers -in- rigid 


animal and meat inspection since the 
inspection was first inaugurated. We 
have shown our belief, in it by shoul- 
dering, foV the benefit of the industry, 
an 
annual 
loss of 
approximate^ 


$1,000,000—our loss on animals which 
are* bought as healthy and condemned 
--on inspection after slaughter. And 
now, in spite of persistent misrepre- 
sentations, we' are heartily in favor ol 
making this inspection more efficient, 
if that can be done, and of extending 
operation of the. law to cover the san- 
itary conditions ot packing houses. 


The packers conclude: "In the light 


of what we arc doing we have a right, 
we believe, to protest against hasty 
and empirical judgments that serve 
ony to put weapons into the hands of 
foreign competitors of the American 
live stock and meat producing indus- 
try. This phase of the question can 
not be evaded. At the risk of being 
accused of trying to hide behind the 
farmer, we say that hasty, ill-digested, 
intemperate criticism 
of 
American 


packing houses strikes not at the 
packers, but at every farmer who 
raises a hog. sheen or steer for mar- 
ket. Without the foreign market cre- 
ated by the packing industry 
the 


American live stock growers' business 
Would be absolutely stripped of profit,"

In the clash Monday morning seven 


guards and two strikers were wounded. 
No one was killed. The miners had 
prepared an ambuscade for the guttvds 
in the woods midway between Plum 
Run and Bradley mines, and as the OIJ 
armed men, marching single iilo, came 
along the uairow path, a miner ahead 
shot in the air. At this signal the 
250 strikers who were hiding behind 
the rocks and trees opened fire from 
the hillsides on the guards in the 
hollow. Many of the latter at once 
broke ranks and fled back to Plum 
Run, 
but others stood their ground and 


returned the fire. 
The battle lasted 


fifteen minutes. Over 500 shots were 
exchanged and the firing only ceased 
after the guards' ammunition had been 
exhausted. 
The guard then retired 


from the field and returned to Plum 
Run. 
The ambuscade, it is said, was 


arranged because of an alleged assault 
on an Italian union miner, who refused 
to work. 


Scale Committee Meets. 


Columbus, O., June 5.—There is a 


proposition before the joint scale com- 
mittee of the Ohio Operators 
and 


Mine Workers., John B. Winder, .on 
behalf of the operators, presented the 
proposal, which suggests arbitration. 
In presenting the propositon the oper- 
ators said that the issue between the 
opposing sides, as presented in the 
scale committee, was clear cut. The 
miners insist that present conditions 
in the1 coal industry justify the restora- 
tion of the 90 cents a ton wage scale 
of 1903. The operators just as strongly 
asseit that conditions of the coal 
trade do not justify the restoration ot 
the 1903 scale, but that in fact a re- 
duction from the 1904-5 scale should 
bo conceded by the miners. The oper- 
ators suggest that the arbitration com- 
mittee be appointed by the governor, 
composed of operators, miners and 
outside parties, an equal number of 
each .

William Shields Sr., and this fact was 
brought out in that gentleman's testi- 
mony, was indemnified 
in bringing 


the action against the 
company by 


certain members of the present board 
of public service. 
Mr Shields stated 


thai Attorney J. Howard Jones gave 
him a certificate of indemnity for the 
costs in this action and that the cer- 
tificate was signed by two members of 
the B. P. S. and others. 


In the testimony of W C. Chiistian, 


who was placed on the stand Monday 
afrer the noon hour he stated 
that 


there were no arrangements in 
the 


present plans for~a filtration system. 
Further regarding the modifications in 
the plans, that none had been made by 
the authority of the B. P. S., and that 
in the construction of the foundations, 
approximately double 
the 
amount 


called for was paid for the concrete, 
qnd that the concrete contained larger 
stone, in the gravel, than specified in 
the contract. 


Mr. Christian stated that the piping 


and tile was examined by W. P. 
Mason, the consulting enaiiieer, and 
that large numbers of the, pipes were 
found to be imperfect and a number 
cracked, also that the tile was a scant 
two inches in thickness where the con- 
tract provided for two and a half inch 
tile.

Shields stated that the deed could no: 


be found.

He stated that 
their approval however, was all on the 
grounds that there was to be a filter 
system in connection with the plant. 


Assistant County Treasurer C. L "V. 


Holtz was called to the stand follow- 
ing Mr. Probst. He identified the tax 
receipts on the Shields property and 
stated that William Shields Sr., paid 
the tax. 


The last witness called was Mr. Ulen 


who was placed upon the stand to tes- 
tify in rebuttal. He was examined 
only regarding the test of the pipe re- 
quired by the contract and which the 
company was prepared to give. 
He 


stated that before the pipe was covered 
in the trenches it was to be subjected 
to a hydraulic pressure of whatever 
the regular pressure would be apt to 
be, (possibly 150 pounds) for every 
3000 feet of pipe. 


After the testimony of Mr. Ulen, the
